A BUDDING sitcom writer wants Essex resi¬ 
dents to help him create an antidote to TOWIE. 

Chris Windle, 29, from Leigh, has launched a 
crowd-funding appeal to shoot a second episode 
of his internet sitcom Scumbags. 

The writer described his show as 'the complete 
antichrist to TOWIE', depicting realistic charac¬ 
ters, rather than the 'fantasy world' of the glam¬ 
orous ITV2 'reality' show. 

Chris decided to involve residents after 
Scumbags clocked up almost 4,000 views on 
YouTube. 

Set in Basildon, it follows unemployed Danny 
- played by Chris - and his friends Deano and 
JJ as desperation drives them into a life of 
crime. The first episode sees them stage a bun¬ 
gled robbery. 

Chris said: “I want it to be the antichrist to 
TOWIE, which is very much a fantasy world of 
the nouveau riche in Essex. I absolutely hate 
TOWIE. I'm sure there are plenty of people who 
hate Scumbags as well, but Scumbags is more 
real. It's not pretentious. 

“You watch TOWIE and it makes you feel infe¬ 


rior; that you're not good-looking enough, you 
don't have enough money, you don't have a big 
enough car. Scumbags makes you feel, 'Yea, I'm 
not bad off.” 

Chris conceived the show five years ago and 
spent four-and-a-half months working on the 


script for the pilot last year. He shot it in three 
weekends this year with £600 from his savings. 

He said some viewers had mistakenly believed 
he was inferring all Basildon residents were 
scumbags, but insisted that was not the case.

School makes a speedy recovery after Ofsted report 


LEIGH North Street Junior School has 
been judged good by Ofsted inspectors 
just 14 months after it received an inade¬ 
quate rating. 

The improvement is rare nationally and has 
been revealed in an Ofsted inspection report 
released on Thursday, September 11. 

The report praises the interim executive 
board (IEB), that was installed by the 
council following the inadequate verdict in 
June 2013. 

It also commends the work of the exec¬ 
utive headteacher and staff saying the 
governance is outstanding. 

Pupil achievements at the school in 
North Street, Leigh, has also significantly 
improved. 

Other findings in the report include a 


good quality of teaching and new staff 
have bought more expertise to the school. 

Inspectors also wrote the executive 
headteacher Pauline Lucas, has worked 
tirelessly to improve the quality of educa¬ 
tion with great success. 

The installation of the IEB was praised 
as being a highly successful strategy 
pushing forward improvements at the 
school. 

Executive headteacher, Pauline Lucas 
said she was delighted with the report. 

She said: “It is great for all staff, pupils, 
parents and governors, all of whom have 
played a vital part in this remarkable jour¬ 
ney. 

“We are a tight knit community and this 
means a great deal to everyone, so I 


would say a big thank you and well done 
to all those who have made it possible. 

“The report is very positive but we will 
also be looking at any areas of improve¬ 
ment identified to get better.” 

Councillor for children and learning, 

Anne Jones said the glowing report 
reflected the excellent work done by all at 
the school. 

She said: “It should not be underesti¬ 
mated how difficult it is to go up just one 
rating in a year, so to go up two is 
remarkable. 

“I am pleased that the report reflects 
how well the school leadership and gover¬ 
nors works with the local authority and I 
am intent on making sure these types of 
strong partnership continue.”

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Estate ‘regeneration’ planned 

PLANS to regenerate the 
Queensway estate and surround¬ 
ing areas were released last 
Tuesday at a cabinet meeting. 

The plans are the first step of a 
project that will aim to improve 
the environment and housing in 
the Queensway area and sets out a 
number of objectives for the pro¬ 
ject. 

Some of the main priorities in 
the report include improving the 
housing and surrounding environ¬ 
ments for tenants and leasehold¬ 
ers. 

Housing would also be 
improved either through refur¬ 
bishment or development with a 
focus on working with owners of 
properties in Southchurch Road to 
see what can be improved. 

Improvements to links to the 
town centre will also be looked at 
especially in the deprived 
Coleman Street area. 

An attempt to enhance the com¬ 
munity facilities in the area are 
also included in the plans. 

Executive councillor for adult 
social care, health and housing, 

David Norman, said the project 
was absolutely vital and had the 
potential to transform that specif¬ 
ic part of Southend. 

Mr Norman said: “This will 
improve the quality of life for a 
vast number of our tenants and 
leaseholders. 

“Whatever options come for¬ 
ward in the future they will all be 
focused on improving the housing 
and general environment of the 
Queensway area, which can only 
be a good thing. 

“I have pledged that all residents 
will be fully consulted on any pro¬ 
posals coming forward that affect 
their homes and in fact we want to 
work closely together with the 
local community to make sure that 
they are involved as the regenera¬ 
tion proposals develop. 

“Although this is a long-term 
and complex project and things 
will not happen overnight, we do 
hope to see some works start in 
2015.”

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Review after police 
strip search boy, 16 



ESSEX Police is being investigated 
by the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
after a 16-year-old-boy was strip 
searched in the back of an unmarked 
police van. 

The teenager was stopped by offi¬ 
cers in Beach Road, Southend, at 
3pm, on Sunday, August 17. 

He was detained and taken to the 
unmarked police van in a car park off 
Beach Road where he was strip 
searched. 

The IPCC is now investigating the 
incident following a complaint to 
Essex Police from the boy and want 
to find witnesses to the incident. 

The boy was African-Caribbean, 5ft 
lOin with short black hair. 

He was wearing blue jeans, a white 
T-shirt and a dark coloured jumper. 

Essex Police referred the matter to 
the IPCC on Tuesday, September 2. 

IPCC commissioner Mary Cunneen 
said: “Our investigation is examining 
the contact between the police and 
the boy, including the officers’ use of 
force during the search and the alle¬ 
gation that no appropriate adult was 
present during the strip search. 

“We are at an early stage in our 
investigation, and need to speak to 
anyone who saw this boy being 
stopped and detained by police in 
Beach Road.” 


She added: “We have made contact 
with the boy’s mother to explain our 
role and will keep her updated on the 
progress of our investigation.” 


Essex Police have refused to com¬ 
ment on the investigation.

AWARD-winning actress Linzi Hateley 
admits it is great to be back on stage 
with Brian Conley during the national 
tour of Barnum and is looking forward 
to being in Southend next week. 

The actress, who has starred on 
Broadway and in the West End, plays 
Conley’s on stage wife in Cameron 
Mackintosh and Chichester Festival 
Theatre’s smash hit production of the 
musical, which opened at Leicester’s 
Curve Theatre on September 5. 

The production, which tours the 
country until August next year, apart 
from a break over Christmas while 
Conley appears in pantomime, includes 
a run at Southend’s Cliffs Pavilion from 
Tuesday until Saturday, October 4.

Airport gives economy a boost 


SOUTHEND councillors dis¬ 
cussed how Southend Airport 
is boosting the local economy 
and performing well against 
control measures set by the 
local authority. 

The report was presented to 
the Airport Monitoring 
Working Party, on Tuesday, 
September 16. 

It detailed how the airport 
supports employment for over 
1,000 workers, supports 33 
companies based within the 
airfield and has created 42 jobs 
in the past year. 

Councillor for regulatory ser¬ 
vices, Mike Assenheim, said 
the airport was growing from 
strength to strength. 

He said: “The airport is a 
glowing success story with 
continued investment, job cre¬ 
ation and visitor numbers 
improving all the time, and this 
report shows that. 


“Nearly 1,100 people are 
employed, creating opportuni¬ 
ties for local people.” 

The report also focused on 
some of the key obligations the 
airport has to uphold as part of 
the 106 agreement in the plan¬ 
ning approval including the 
monitoring of the number of 
air traffic movements (ATMs). 

Between March and 
February this year the total 
number of ATMs was 28,950 
against an annual limit of 
53,300, with cargo ATMs 
being less than 4 per cent of 
the annual limit. 

The report also sited there 
were only 19 Boeing 737-300 
ATMs against a limit of 2,150. 

Night time flights also 
remained at a minimum with 
only 303 flights taking place 
against a maximum of 1,440. 

The report also focused on 
aircraft taking off and landing 


from the south-west in accor¬ 
dance to the planning agree¬ 
ments. 

Day time noise restrictions 
were also upheld by the air¬ 
port. 

However, there were 26 
infringements of noise prefer¬ 
ential routes with the airport 
issuing penalties to the opera¬ 
tors concerned. 

Mr Assenheim added: “The 
report also shows that the con¬ 
trols put in place under the 
planning and lease agreement 
are working. 

“They are in place to achieve 
a balance between protecting 
residents from the environ¬ 
mental impacts of the airport, 
while delivering the significant 
benefits to the local economy 
of a revitalised airport with the 
associated jobs created, and I 
am pleased to see that we seem 
to be getting the balance right.”

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Girl recovers from broken back 


CHLOE Hooper's parents feared 
she would never walk again after 
she fell 18 feet from a tree, and 
broke her back. 

However after major surgery the 
brave Rayleigh youngster is on 
her feet again. 

The 12-year-old pupil from 
FitzWimarc School, who was at 
scout camp when the accident 
happened, was first rushed to 
Southend Hospital then trans¬ 
ferred almost immediately to the 
Royal National Orthopaedic 
Hospital (RNOH), where she was 
successfully treated by 


orthopaedic consultant and spinal 
surgeon, Robert Lee. 

Chloe is now able to walk again 
- and back with her scout group. 

Her father Simon, a paramedic 
with the London Ambulance 
Service, is joining his daughter 
and the rest of the family as char¬ 
ity advocates for the RNOH’s 
redevelopment charity appeal 
which aims to raise £15m to fund 
vital additional facilities and 
equipment for the RNOH, which 
is planning a £90m redevelopment 
of its main site in Stanmore, 
Middlesex. 


He said: “We are finding it diffi¬ 
cult to find the words to thank 
Robert Lee and his colleagues at 
the RNOH. We will be forever 
thankful to them. 

“One day she will walk down 
the church aisle or run in the 
school sports day and we’re so 
hopeful of this because of the 
expert team who cared for our 
daughter. We never dreamed that 
Chloe would make a full recovery 
- the RNOH truly has answered 
all our prayers. We will do all we 
can help the hospital we owe so 
much to,” he added. 


Chloe has already taken part in 
the hospital's annual Buttercup 
Walk and the family is planning 
funding-raising event in the 
future. 

Chloe's operation involved 
inserting metal screws and rods 
into her spine to hold her broken 
back together - one of her bones 
was removed to help reduce the 
pressure on her spinal cord which 
was causing problems in her leg.

Are you up to date with Right to Buy? 

R IGHT TO BUY is the scheme that helps eligible 
council and housing association tenants buy their 
home by offering a discount on the purchase price. 

Since 2012 the discounts available have increased and the rates have recently risen again. 
The new top cash discounts are £77,000 in England, and £102,700 if you live in London. Each 
year the discount will increase at the rate of inflation. 

In addition, eligible tenants can now get up to 70% off the cost of their house - the same 
maximum percentage discount as for flats. 

Since the scheme was refreshed in April 2012 more than 22,500 people in England have 
become homeowners through the Right to Buy scheme. Could this be the right time for you 
- or somebody you know - to join them? 

Home ownership is not the right choice for everyone and potential owners need to be sure 
they can afford it. However home ownership brings many benefits - a sense of pride, 
freedom to make changes and an investment for the future. 

All additional purchases through the Right to Buy scheme go straight into building new 
affordable housing for hardworking people locally. 

Who qualifies for the Right to Buy? 

Tenants are likely to be eligible to buy their current home if they can answer 'yes' to the 
following questions: 

• Are you currently a council tenant, or were you living in your home when the council 
transferred it to another landlord (housing association)? 

• Have you been a council or housing association tenant for 5 years or more? 

• Can you confirm that you do not live in sheltered housing or other housing designed 
for elderly or disabled people? 

In addition, tenants need to be free from legal problems with debt or outstanding possession 
orders, and their home isn't due to be demolished. 

If you don't qualify at the moment, keep an eye on news about Right to Buy as the 
Government is hoping to make further changes to eligibility in 2015. 

What to do next 

To find out more about buying your home and whether you are eligible for a discount 
through Right to Buy, visit www.communities.gov.uk/therighttobuy. 

There is an easy-to-use calculator to help you work out if you can afford to buy and lots of 
practical tips about the buying process. 

If you decide to go ahead you will need to fill in the application form and take the process 
forward with your landlord. 

Support from start to finish 

The Government's new Right to Buy Agent service offers free and impartial advice on Right 
to Buy. If you decide that home ownership is the right choice for you, the advisers at the 
service will help you through the process from applying to completing. They can provide 
information on finding a mortgage, appointing a solicitor and arranging a survey. 

If you are midway through buying and have a problem, get in touch with the Agent service 
and they can advise you.

Backstage at the Towngate Theatre, crew members 
are tired. They have been setting up equipment 
since noon. 

Martha Reeves and her band were supposed to 
begin their 10-minute soundcheck at 4pm, allow¬ 
ing a few hours’ break before showtime. 

Instead, they started at 5pm and have already 
been going for almost an hour. 

An exacting bandleader, Martha is insisting the 
company runs through the entire setlist, interrupt¬ 
ing regularly to point out mistakes. 

Her attention to detail is laser-sharp. 

Basildon is only the third of 18 UK concerts she 
will play this month. 

Several of her musicians are new and her trum¬ 
pet player only arrived this morning - hence the 
full rehearsal. 

The horn player - a young man with voluminous 
dreadlocks - quickly emerged as her pet project 
for the afternoon. 

Variously, she claims his playing is not melodic 
enough, too squeaky or, most often, too loud. 

Rehearsal is long but the musicians are in good 
spirits. Martha isn’t some crazed diva; just a tire¬ 
less professional, passionate about delivering the 
best possible show. 

For every mistake, there’s another moment that 
makes her grin, squeal and sing the band’s praises. 
After two ftill hours, minutes before doors open, 
she says: “Boy, with this much rehearsal, we are 
gonna sound good tonight.” 

She meets me in the wings and asks: “Do you 
have my article?” 

“Yes, I brought you a copy,” I reply. 

“Well then,” she exclaims, “come with me to my 
dressing room.” 

Last month, I interviewed Martha and she insist¬ 
ed I deliver a copy on show night. It was only a 
short phone chat about the upcoming gig, but after 
locating her reading glasses she proudly reads it 
aloud, start to finish, in front me and two other 
guests. 

She fact-checks as she goes, like a teacher mark¬ 
ing an essay, pausing periodically to inform us all 
that my quotes are accurate. Phew! 

The theatre is packed. Martha appears in a fig¬ 
ure-hugging white dress, clutching her signature 
tambourine, and launches straight into opening 
number, One Way Out. 

At 73, she doesn’t really sound like the twenty¬ 
something who recorded some of Motown’s 
biggest hits - but only a wally would expect her to. 

Her delivery on My Baby Loves Me calls to 
mind former label-mate Smokey Rob in son. 

But by far, her standout vocal performance is 
reserved for the self-penned, gutsy blues number, 
Watch Your Back. 

At the intermission, audience members draw 
comparisons with Tina Turner - unsurprising, 
given the physicality of her performance. 

One thing about Martha that shines through both 
on stage and in person is her devotion to her fans. 

In the second-half she dusts off 1970s piano bal¬ 
lad No One There, following a fan’s request to the 
theatre. During a break she lifts her water bottle 
and tells the crowd: “I want to make a toast to the 
good life. Thank you for giving us a good life.” 

It’s a touching moment and the crowd shouts its 
own thanks. She closes with a crowd-pleasing ren¬ 
dition of Dancing In The Street, mashed up with 
hits by Stevie Wonder, James Brown and the Four 
Tops. After the show she is again swift to demon¬ 
strate her love for her fans, holding a meet-and- 
greet in the theatre foyer. 

This is not your standard post-gig cash-grab. She 
isn’t selling merchandise. She simply appears, 
swaddled in a purple dressing gown, sits in the 
foyer and signs anything her fans ask. 

For those who didn’t bring anything, she has free 
flyers and posters. 

In between posing for photos, she sings snippets 
of fans’ favourite tunes that didn’t make the setlist. 

Before retreating to her dressing room, she tells 
them: “Bring us back real soon, and we’ll do all 
the ones we couldn't get in tonight.”

What now 
for United 
Kingdom? 

DAVID Cameron's proposals 
for English MPs only to vote 
on English issues are a knee- 
jerk, self interested response to 
the West Lothian question. 

It would lead to gridlock if a 
future government had a 
majority in Parliament but not 
in England. 'English' mea¬ 
sures, introduced by that gov¬ 
ernment, would be overturned 
by the opposition. England 
will be ungovernable. 

America often experiences 
gridlock when the Democrats 
and Republicans control differ¬ 
ent arms of the government. 
That's something we don't 
need here. 

These proposals would also 
mean cabinet ministers, and 
the prime minister, having to 
represent English seats. 

Is that really progress? The 
current situation has a prece¬ 
dent. In the 1920s power was 
devolved to Northern Ireland, 
and the number of Ulster MPs 
was reduced from 30 to 12. 

After Scottish devolution in 
1999 the number of Scottish 
MPs was reduced from 72 to 
59. Further reductions would 
be sensible now Scotland will 
be benefitting from 'devo 
max'. 

Another option would be to 
create a genuinely federal 
Britain, and devolve maximum 
powers to Wales, Northern 
Ireland and all of the English 


regions. These proposals 
would take a long time to con¬ 
sider and prepare, hence 
Labour's plans to consult on 
the many alternatives. 

The Tories will reject this 
approach because they want to 
concentrate power at the cen¬ 
tre, not devolve it. 

For centuries all MPs have 
been entitled to vote on all 
issues before parliament. 

That's what a UK Parliament 
is for. 

Either of my suggestions 
would address the issues raised 
by the Scottish referendum. 

Let the discussions begin.

G ET ready for an emotionally charged 
evening of not only music and laughter, 
but tears as well, as Jane McDonald 
takes to the stage in Southend on Friday. 

Jane, one of the nation's favourite entertain¬ 
ers, is back on the road with The Singer of 
Your Song Tour, a brand new show featuring 
some of her best loved songs and hits from 
her incredible career. 

As well as featuring some of her own com¬ 
positions and amazing medleys, the new show 
treats fans to a selection of songs from her 
new album, The Singer of Your Song. 

Speaking to her last Monday, on the day the 
deluxe edition of her album was released, 

Jane was overwhelmed with the response of 
her new tour, as well as the continued support 
of her legion of fans.

Winning recipe 


WHAT WE DID ON OUR HOLIDAY 
(12A, 95 mins) 

I N 2007, Andy Hamilton and Guy 
Jenkin abandoned the conven¬ 
tions of a tightly scripted sitcom 
and took a more fluid approach to 
mining laughs in the breakout hit 
Outnumbered. 

While the adult characters' lines 
were committed to the page, the 
young actors were allowed to impro¬ 
vise around suggestions from 
Hamilton and Jenkin, and conse¬ 
quently delivered natural perfor¬ 
mances, reacting instinctively to set¬ 
ups and punchlines. 

The writer-directors adopt the 
same winning recipe for this uproari¬ 
ous feature film debut, an ill-fated 
family road trip laced with absurdity 
that touches the heart and tickles 
the funny bone. 

Once again, it's the younger cast 
who scene-steal with aplomb, 
explaining why a bout of car sick¬ 
ness is a source of joy ("It's like 
being a fountain!") and succinctly 
distilling the anguish and betrayal of 
parental infidelity into a single throw¬ 
away line: "Dad had an affair with a 
Paralympic athlete with one foot." 


That's not to say that Hamilton 
and Jenkin short-change the rest of 
the ensemble cast including David 
Tennant, Rosamund Pike and 
Glaswegian firebrand Billy Connolly. 

They snaffle a generous smattering 
of belly laughs too, like when 
Connolly's cantankerous grandfather 
tries to explain Hitler's seizure of 
land in terms a bairn might under¬ 
stand: "Like Monopoly, but with 
more screaming." 

Gordie McLeod (Connolly) is 
poised to celebrate his 75th birthday 
in the Scottish Highlands. 

His self-obsessed son Gavin (Ben 
Miller) is hosting the lavish party to 
impress the neighbours and hope¬ 
fully secure the captaincy of the 
local golf club. 

Gavin's long-suffering and neurotic 
wife Margaret (Amelia Bullmore) 
remains in the background, occa¬ 
sionally exploding with pent-up rage. 

As the party beckons, Gavin's less 
successful brother Doug (David 
Tennant) and his wife Abi 
(Rosamund Pike) arrive with their 
three children in tow: 11 -year-old 
Lottie (Emilia Jones), who scribbles 
repeatedly in her notebook so she 
can remember which lies she is sup¬ 


posed to tell; six-year-old Mickey 
(Bobby Smalldridge), who is 
obsessed with Vikings; and five- 
year-old Jess (Harriet Turnbull), 
whose best friends are two rocks 
christened Eric and Norman. 

The birthday celebrations are 
unexpectedly thrown into disarray 
and a media scrum descends on 
the family's doorsteps along with an 
interfering Social Services officer 
called Agnes (Celia Imrie), who casts 
doubt on Doug and Abi's ability to 
nurture their dysfunctional brood. 

What We Did On Our Holiday is a 
rip-roaring riot, laying bare the petty 
jealousies and deep-rooted fears 
within a family while dealing with 
serious issues through the unblink- 
ered eyes of the three children. 

Tennant and Miller spark a fiery 
sibling rivalry with excellent support 
from Pike and Bullmore, the latter 
proving that it's the quiet ones you 
have to watch out for. 

Hamilton and Jenkin eschew cloy¬ 
ing sentimentality in the film's tricky 
final third, striking a pleasing and 
ultimately winning balance between 
musing and amusing.

“There are lots of lonely people out 
there. The album is a friend to them, 
a bit like a warm blanket.” 

Jane left ITV’s Loose Women, a 
show she has been a big part of for 
the past 10 years, earlier this year to 
concentrate on her music once 
again, something that has been a 
huge part of her life since childhood. 

“I was painfully shy, I mean painful¬ 
ly shy,” says Jane. “I was very musi¬ 
cal and my mother and grandmoth¬ 
er got me a piano, one they were 
getting rid of from a pub. It still had 
the glass rim marks on it.” 

Then finding herself singing along 
to the hits, Jane says she went on 
to take up singing lessons, but was 
really plagued with nerves, admitting 
"It took a long time to stop being 
sick before going on stage". 

Jane added: “I'm a singer and 


that's what I do. I got so wrapped 
up in the television. That’s not good 
for someone who wants to write 
music. It was a huge decision for 
me to leave a great show like Loose 
Women and I wondered if this is sui¬ 
cide. 

“Talking about appearing at the 
Cliffs, sometimes you've got to 
throw yourself off a cliff.” 

Taking that leap seems to be the 
right move for Jane as she is 
already taking bookings for 2016, 
has plans to write another album 
over the next two years and has her 
heart set on musical theatre. 

Jane says: “It's not just something 
I do, it's my life to be a singer and 
performer. You need that fix - to see 
my fans. 

“Not it's time for musical theatre. 
I’m appearing in my first pantomime 
at the Birmingham Hippodrome this 


year. Paul O'Grady always used to 
phone me asking why I haven't 
been in panto yet.” 

But before then she is looking for¬ 
ward to appearing at the Cliffs on 
Friday. "I've had such great nights in 
Southend but have to keep raising 
the bar. It's a completely different 
show,” says Jane. 

She added: "I realise how grateful I 
am to still be here doing a job I love. 

I don't know if it's my age now but I 
appreciate it more. I'm married and 
committed to my job. 

“I have been so lucky in my career 
so far. If you're that lucky keep 
going.”

Lexus gets a grip on traction 


By Mike Torpey 


THE new NX 300h crossover from Lexus will 
come equipped with an intelligent electric all¬ 
wheel drive system that provides extra grip 
when the driver needs it. 

It's a light, compact system that avoids the 
weight, packaging, emissions and fuel 
consumption penalties associated with 
larger, mechanical AWD systems. 

Called E-Four, the set-up uses an 
additional electric motor to drive the rear 
axle, providing more grip and better vehicle 
control on slippery surfaces. 

The front axle is propelled by power from 
the hybrid petrol engine or electric motor, or 
both in combination. 

E-Four varies the amount of drive torque to 


the rear wheels in line with driving dynamics 
and road conditions, to secure the right level 
of stability when pulling away or accelerating 
in low-grip conditions. 

It also saves energy and fuel as all-wheel 
drive is only engaged when needed and is 
fitted as standard on all UK versions of the 
new NX 300h, apart from the entry-level S 
model which has front-wheel drive only. 

Prices range from £29,495 to £42,995 
and all versions will be equipped with a 
pre-crash safety system and adaptive 
cruise control. 

Buyers will also get daytime running lights, 
a rear-view camera and front and rear fog 
lamps as well as technology like emergency 
brake signal, traction control, ABS and hill 
start assist.
